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Greetings

My dear Parishioners and Friends: 


Out of a heart that’s full of gratitude and thankfulness to Almighty 
God for His constant care and many blessings vouchsafed to us during the 
past Fifty Years of our parish life, I greet you! 

This should be a great day with us and so it is. We have waited long 
for this day, and we rejoice in it. 

It is a day of retrospection, a day in which we review our history and 
note the way that God has led us from the beginning till now. See the 
marks along the road which indicate struggle and strenuous endeavor — 
if not by the many, most assuredly by the few — to maintain, support 
and carry on the work entrusted to our care. 

Time was when the question arose as to the necessity for and advis- 
ability of continuing this work. The hearts of the faithful few bled pro- 
fusely in those days, for they loved their church and wished her doors to 
remain open. Those were the dark days, the bitter days, the experimental 
days, the trying days of the pioneer clergy and people. But thanks be to 
God we have reached a point in our history when no one questions the 
wisdom of the founding of St. Barnabas — for she is truly established, 
well rooted and grounded, a church with a character — and on every side 
kind and loving friends who have watched her growth and observed her 
influence have expressed a desire and a willingness to help her further 
development and expansion, thereby lengthening her cords and strength- 
ening her stakes. For this expression of confidence and continued 
interest we are extremely grateful. 

This day also affords us the opportunity of recording our appreciation 
and thanks to our many friends who have during these Fifty Years of 
our existence not only gave a helping hand, but an encouraging word. 
I refer to the clergy in the Convocation of Germantown, and the Bishops 
of the Diocese, who have evidenced no small interest in our church from 
time to time. But especially are we mindful of the few men who were 
identified and closely associated with this work from its very inception. 

Several years before the doors of St. Barnabas Church were opened, 
the Reverends Samuel Upjohn, D.D.; J. DeWolf Perry, D.D.; J. Andrews 
Harris, D.D.; Stewart P. Keeling; Jacob LeRoy and Charles H. Arndt had 
become interested in the Industrial Home for Colored Women on Armat 
Street; an institution that was conceived and born in the mind of Miss 
Lizzie Coles, a thorough-going race woman, who for many years had de- 
voted herself and her means to the welfare and betterment of her people 
in one way or another. 

In addition to the many activities of the Home, religious services were 
conducted regularly therein by the above named clergy until the “parting 
of the ways,” when the direction and supervision of the Home passed 
from their hands into those of Mr. John T. Emlen, of the Society pf 
Friends. However, the possibilities of dong a substantial work among 
Negroes in Germantown became more evident to those of the clergy who 
were associated with the Home, and they immediately set themselves to 
the task of establishing such a work. 

At the corner of Rittenhouse and McCallum Streets, adjacent to the 
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Joseph E. Hill Public School, stood an unoccupied building known as the 
Zion Evangelical Church. This building and its location suited the 
Committee, and the matter was immediately brought before the Con- 
vocation to receive its sanction and approval. This it gave, and arranged 
for the purchase of the property. Several of the parishes gave their 
financial support to this movement and the late Bishop-Coadjutor Alex- 
ander Mackay-Smith contributed $2000 from the Missionary Funds of 
the Diocese, after the most urgent pleading by the Rev. Dr. Samuel 
Upjohn, rector of St. Luke’s Church, Germantown, who, by the way, 
might rightly be called the father of St. Barnabas Church. The opening 
services were held on Sunday, November 13, 1904, and the first Priest-in- 
charge was the Rev. A. A. St. Claire Moore, of Jamaica, B.W.I., now in 
England. Father Moore served two years, and was followed by the Rev. 
Maximo Felix Duty, D.D., of Nassau, Bahamas. Dr. Duty served three 
months. The present incumbent served as a Senior student of the Phila- 
delphia Divinity School for half a year until his graduation in June, 1907, 
when Bishop Whitaker gave him the appointment. He has been there 
ever since. 

Let us note, if you please, a few of the improvements made in our 
parish life. With an ardent desire to improve the music, and thereby the

| singing, the first effort was to secure a pipe organ. On faith, and faith 


alone, we wrote a letter to Mr. Andrew Carnegie, the philanthropist, ask- 
ing him to help us to place a pipe organ in our church. The mere letter 
in response heartened us. Among many questions asked by Mr. Carnegie 
was this one, “How much money have you raised toward the instrument?” 
We were prepared for that question, and we readily answered, $500. 
It met with his approval, and he wrote that he would give us half the cost 
of the organ. The instrument cost in 1912 was $1500, and Mr. Carnegie 


gave us $750. There was just one sad note in whole proceedings, our young 
organist, Mr. James Sheppard, who worked for the instrument, became 
ill, while it was being built, and died without seeing or hearing the organ. 

Our next venture was to secure a house or Rectory. We lived too 
far away from the church. A captain must be on the bridge of his ship, 
not in the hold, as no one can see nim or find him. After six years of 
trying we secured the house next to the church as the Rectory. The 
Convocation was mighty helpful. The house cost at that time in 1914, 
$3100. The purchasing price was $1300. We carried a mortgage of $1800. 
The Confirmation Class of 1915 set out to pay at least the interest on the 
mortgage. The class gave a Supper and cleared $50. Then something 
happened, an anonymous friend of St. Barnabas liquidated the entire 
mortgage. We rejoiced then, but today we rejoice again and give thanks. 

Nothing succeeds like success. When you taste victory, you long 
for more. Church furnishings were next in order. The High Altar, the 
Lectern the Pulpit, and the Font were next on the agenda. As these 
were all memorials to honor the faithful departed, we had little or no 
difficulty in securing them. 

Then came the Big Job, Building the Parish House. We made two 
bites at that cherry. The Convocation was with us, so was the Diocese 
headed by Bishop Philip M. Rhinelander. The first floor with a temporary 
roof was erected in 1923 at a cost of $22,000. That tested our mettle, but 
we found a great friend in Father Conkling, then rector of St. Luke’s, Ger- 
mantown. After a four years lull we tackled the second floor and that 
was erected in loving memory of the Rev. Dr. Samuel Upjohn. Bishop 
Thomas J. Garland helped us tremendously to finish the structure in 1927, 
at a cost of $18,000. So the entire building cost $40,000. 

At the Midnight Mass on Christmas Eve, 1940, “The Lady Altar” 
fully equipped, and donated by Father Conkling of St. Luke’s, Germantown, 
in loving memory of Sisters Leila Mary and Bertha Esther of St. Mary’s 
School for girls on Germantown Ave., was dedicated by Father Thomas. 
These two Sisters died within forty-eight hours of each other in 1940. 
It was a calamity, as their demise not only disrupted the school, and 
brought about its closing. 

“It’s an ill wind that doesn’t blow somebody good.” That's the old 
adage, and it was true in respect to an experience we had. One of those 
freak tropical storms visited Philadelphia several years ago causing much 
damage to property. It blew the chimney of our church building onto 
the roof of the Sunday School building and wrecked it. Of course, the 
torrential rains poured into the building and played havoc with everything. 
At that time we were in need of a real chancel with adequate space for 
the Choir, Acolytes, Clergy, and High Altar. Whether it was Carol, Edna 
or Hazel, we don’t know, but an apportunity came to make that improve- 
ment. We worked real hard, both members and friends of St. Barnabas, 
and on All Saints Day, 1938, the late Bishop Francis M. Taitt, at a special 
service Dedicated the new Chancel. It cost $9,000. The architect was the 
late Mr. Frank R. Watson, who also designed the Parish House. The 
Sanctuary Lamp that hangs before the High Altar is in loving memory 
of the late Wm. Jackson Brown, a former vestryman. 

One improvement calls for another so that you might keep going 
forward. The former Zion Evangelical Church did not have a centre aisle 
and such a feature is a must in the Episcopal Church where processions 
are so frequent. Creating a centre aisle was the next order of the day, 
and to that we applied ourselves. Once more our friends came to our 
assistance and the work was done. So on Sunday Evening, December 5, 
1943, when Bishop Hart visited our parish to give Confirmation, he Dedi- 
cated the “Renovated Nave” in loving memory of the late Bishop Francis 
M. Taitt — a real friend of St. Barnabas Church. 

“Get out and stay out of debt” is a fine slogan. To that end Bishop 
Hart said to the Rector, “there is a small indebtedness on the Parish House 
of $3000, if your parish will raise $1500, I will match it dollar for dollar.” 


We took him at his word, and when he again visited St. Barnabas to Con- 
firm a class on the 40th Anniversary of the Rector, on June 13, 1947, the 
late Accounting Warden, Mr. Joseph U. Lee, and the Rector’s Warden, 
Mr. Asa W. Anderson, Sr., presented him with a check for $1500, and the 
parish was free of all indebtedness. 

Mr. Clarence R. Lee, a member of the vestry who deals in plate glass 
suggested how to improve the beauty and loveliness of our church by 
installing stained glass windows. He secured the Contractor, the congrega- 
tion worked to raise the necessary funds, and on the first Sunday after 
Christmas, 1949, the retired Suffragan Bishop, Edward Thomas Demby, 
D.D., Cleveland, Ohio, visited our parish and Dedicated 24 Stained Glass 
Windows in loving memory of dear ones. 

“Gather the children” — the Epistle for Ash Wednesday, among 
other things, direct us to bring the little ones to Church and Church 
School, and that’s just what Miss M. Evelyn Jones and her staff of helpers 


are doing. It’s a real joy and pleasure to witness young mothers and their 


children coming Sunday after Sunday to receive religious instruction. And 
when the youngsters assemble in church on the first Sunday in the month 
at 9:30 A.M. for their Holy Communion Service. and Instruction, at the 
Lady Altar it would do your heart good, and give you a thrill to hear 
their response in the service and to note the heartiness of their singing. 
These are the future men and women — yea, the parishioners of St. 
Barnabas Church of tomorrow. 

At this point I bring to memory that faithful band of women who, 
following up the good work of their Rectors in the early days of our 
existence came to St. Barnabas from the nearby parishes to do what they 
could for our young people, especially the children. That group consisted 
of Miss Mary Rumney,.Miss. Frances Shipley, Mrs..John Thomas, Mrs. 
Clara Breed, Mrs. Peek, Mrs. Brewer, Mrs. Stokes, Miss Ringwalt, Miss 
Zeigler, Miss Coleman, Miss Douglass, Miss Groves and the Misses Murphy. 
Also Mrs. Ada LeCount Stokes and Miss Caroline LeCount, Philadelphia 
School Teachers, and Mrs. Horace Burrell. These good women taught our 
girls and boys to sew, to crochet, to knit, to do brass work, wood work, 
and even nail new soles on their shoes. Those young people are adults 
now, and some have families. But they will never forget what they learned 
at the Tuesday afternoon Guild. 

Finally, and I have purposely left this item for the last because it 
was, and is, and ever will be the greatest event that took place in the life 
of our church, viz: The transition from “St. Barnabas Mission to St. 


Barnabas Parish Church.” That momentous event took place on the-first - 


Tuesday in May, 1930, in the Church of the Holy Trinity, 19th and Walnut 
Streets, Philadelphia, where the Diocesan Convention: was in session. ‘Twas 
a proud moment for us when we “knocked at the door of Convention” and 
asked to be admitted as “a parish among the parishes” of the Diocese. 
We were admitted, and have enjoyed the status of a self-supporting 
church ever since. Laus Deo! 

All of the Guilds of the church have done good work for their beloved 
St. Barnabas. Some have raised needed funds to meet expenses. Some 
have contributed New Prayer Books and New Hymnals. Others have given 
New Vestments for the Altars and have kept the Altars sweet and lovely, 
while a combination of several Guilds have toiled vigorously to install a 
new modern, up-to-date kitchen, fully equipped to serve all occasions. One 
Guild has supplied carpet for the center aisle and Chancel, also furnished 
hand rails for the front steps, at Church and Parish House. A mother and 
daughter contributed the new “Stations of the Cross.” 

But the Guild that took the initiative and leadership in installing new 
Kneeling Benches throughout the church, and the new Lighting System 
with Memorial Lanterns which are being dedicated at this “Golden Anni-
